2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the claims lack a 
special technical feature. The expression special technical features is defined as 
meaning those technical features that define the contribution which each claimed 
invention, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The features that each and 
every claim have in common are a paper substrate and a coating comprising 70-99wt% 
inorganic material and 1-30wt% polymeric binder material. Said features fail to make a 
contribution over the prior art because JP 55016938A teaches a paper coated with a 
coating comprising an inorganic filler and organic binder in the claimed amounts. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
